outside of the cities, the country is 
made up of small tow n' and villages, 
which are from one to three miles 
apart. 
There are no farm houses; 
they are 
nil 
together, 
as 
stated 
above. 
A fam ily usually owns from 
one to three acres, 
some, however, 
have only a large garden, and some 
few have as much as 75 to IOO acres, 
tu t very large landowners are an ex­ 
ception. 
Now th at the government 
is out of debt, as well as the states, 
the people who had savings of money 
or securities have become poor, and 
institutions of all 
kinds 
have 
been 
wiped out. 
This is a great hardship, 
but only those who have or had houses 
and land, are now in a fairly good 
position. 
Germany, as a whole, I be­ 
lieve, is better off than any large na­ 
tion in the world. They have no debt 
outside of the reparations, and the 
people are reconciled to the fact th at 
for years to come, saving for the 
future is out of the question, on ac­ 
count of the high taxation and high 
co3t of living. 
At Birth-Place

W hen the pioneers of the W est

; cities they evidently profited by 
r the mistakes made in the East. 
.W estern 
cities as a whole are 
'much better planned than those 
of the East. And they should be 
^because the builders had an op­ 
portunity to profit from the ex­ 
perience of the older municipali­ 
ties. 
There are today hundreds of 
•m ali towns which think they 
have no traffic problem and con- 
aequer.tly are m aking no plans 
for the future. 
It is a mistake. 
M ost 
communities 
have 
ambi­ 
tions to grow and every live com­ 
munity, no matter how small, 
should have a city planing com­ 
mission. 
City 
and 
county 
buildings 
should be congregated in what is 
usually described as a civic cen­ 
ter. 
Streets 
chould 
be 
wide. 


Sidewalks 
should 
be 
wide. 
Plenty of space should be allow­ 
ed for trees, lawns, shrubbery and 
flower gardens. 
These same towns in laying 
out new streets should see that 
they 
are 
plenty 
wide 
enough. 
T hey can’t be too wide. 
Look at 
the 
number 
of 
communities 
which 
are 
planning 
highways 
120, 200 and even 240 feet wide. 
Houses 
should 
be 
set 
back 
from the sidewalks with plenty 
of lawn area if the ground is 
available. 
Every 
community 
some 
day 
will 
have 
its 
traffic 
problem. 
Some small ones have it today 
because they have allowed state 
highways to connect with main 
streets. 
State highways should 
go 
around 
cities 
rather 
than 
through them. 
To be sure, there 
should be good roads leading to 
the center of the city but traffic ' 
should not be concentrated there.
